As to Colonel Michell's services while with 
the Silchar Column. Colonel Rennick of course 
cinalone speak, but from the 27th April, the date 
of-the occupation of Manipur, Colonel Michell 
worked directly under me as Assistant Quarter 
Master Oeics and I beg to bring his~ervices 
during that time to His Excellency’s favourable 
consideration. 

His duties were exceptionally important and 
onerous owing to the outbreak of cholera; 
he also served as President of the Committee 
which examined and, as far as possible, identified 
the remains of the murdered officers, and placed 
them in a new grave in the Residency com- 
pound. ‘This duty was most painful and dis- 
agreeable, and Colonel Michell performed it in 
a most thorough and satisfactory manner. He 
also served as President of the Court to try the 
Ex-Regent, the Jubraj, and other State prisoners, 
and performed this difficult duty with judg- 
ment and discretion, and in a completely satis- 
factory manner. ~
